It is 
dear that public education funding will be out in amounts equal to that spent on TTCs. 

The proposal* S. 2673 and H. R. 6701 is that TTC'a be enacted for the elementary 
and seoondaxy levels* This should be OPPOSED BY AAUV MEMBERS . The Senate Finance 
Committee has begun markup of the bill proposal and is scheduled to complete work 
shortly after returning from Labor Day recess. Sen* floor consideration should follow.

The most effective argument to use in arguing against TTCs is the cost of 
the credits* The total oost of the administration's prop osa l la estimated at $2*2

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RIGHT TO CHOICE DEBATE. it&PJHGS - The long awaited debate began on Aug. 16 when Sen. 
took up H.J. Rob 520, a bill to Inoroasa the nation's debt limit. Sen. Jesse Helms (R-NC) 
offered his initial amendment to the debt ceiling bill, which consisted only of the 
words "Title II*•••Immediately Sen* Bob Faekwood (R-OB; commenced a filibuster* Aug* 18 
Helms finally introduced the text of Title Ilf language stripping the fad. courts of 
jumisdiotion over school prayer issued* Helms then amended the Title II langu a ge with 
a slightly revised version of his S.2148. It adds two new findings which stats that the 
Supreme Ct. erred in Roe v. Wade In not recognising the humanity of the unborn ohild 
and in excluding unborn children from the safeguards afforded....by the constitution." 

After a brief dieeusalon of this amendment, Sena. Lowell Weioker and Max Baueus 
introduced two more amendments to the original debt celling bill which state in essence 
that the federal courts have the authority to enforce the Constitution* Before any debate 
could take place. Halms moved to table the Veicker amendment. Failed by 59-3? vote. 

Labor Day recess delayed further consideration, however* two important eventsi 
(1) Majority Leader Baker announced that when Sen. returns the first item of business 
will be Hatch's Hunan Life Federalism Amendment* S.J. Res. 110 * (2) Sen. Baker filed 

a cloture petition to end filibuster* This is a cruolal vote* If oloture is blocked 
it will send a signal to Sen leaders and to Halms that days of debate will mean a delay 
of eoonomio legislation which must be acted on before the end of the month.
